Fraukfort, Ky. , Feb. 28. — Wil- 
liam O'Couuell Bradley, who will 
represent Kentucky in the Senate of 
the United States for the six years 
beginning March 4, 1909, when the 
term of James B. McCreary expires, 
was born near Lancaster, Garrard 
county, March, 18, 1847, being a 
son of R. M. Bradley and KUa 
(Totten) Bradley, the elder Bradley 
being a distinguished lawyer of his 
time. At eighteen years of age W. 
0 Bradley began the practice of 
law at Lancaster. At that time the 
law provided that no one was eligible 
to practice the profession under 
twenty-one year* of age. A special 
act of the Legislature was necessary 
in the case of young Bradley, and 
after undergoing an examination be- 
fore two Circuit Judires he was 
found competent and ^|nted his 
license and admitted to the bar. 

In 1870 he was elected County 
Attorney of Garrard county ; in 1872 
be was Republican elector for the 
Kighth Congressional district, and 
later made the race for Congre«s as 
a Republican, but was defeated. In 
1876 he again made an unsuccessful 
race for Congress in the Kighth 
district. He was four times chosen 
Republican National Committeeman 
for Kentucky, and went as Delegate- 
At- Large from Kentucky to five 
Republican National Conventions.

When the tower of the Metroplitan 
Life building in Madison Square is 
completed New York will have what 
undoubtedly will be the largest clock 
in the world. That distinction has 
belonged for many years to ‘ ‘Big 
Ben" in Westminster Abbey, Lon- 
don, the dial of which is twenty-two 
and one-half feet in diameter, while 
that of the Metroplitan building 
cloek will be twenty-five. 

It will be a clock suitable in every 
way to be a part of the tallest per- 
manent structure in the world, as 
the new tower will be. The tower 
will be forty-eight stories, 658 feet 
above the street and the clock will 
occupy part of the twenty-fifth, 
twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh 
floors. The middle of the dial will 
be 346 feet above the street. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
dial will be a little more than half- 
way between the street and the top 
of the tower, it will be far above all 
surrounding buildings. It will be 
fifty feet higher than the Flatiron 
building. 

The immense size of the clock will 
make it easy to tell the time from a 
great distance. The letters on the 
dial will be four teet high and the 
hands will be twelve feet loug. 

No clock lias been ordered for the 
building yet, and it is not known 
just how it will be run. Some of 
the largest clocks are run by elec- 
trinity, while some of the newer ones 

use compressed air.

The attitude of manufacturers and 
merchants all along the line is one 
of reasonable conservatism, and while 
caution and economy are strikingly 
manifest, there is a hopeful feeling 
that the country will gradually re- 
cover from the recent financial shock.

Four Towns Find Municipal Plant* Aro 
Too Expansive. 

In lukn. Miss., nn electric light plant 
was lnstallc-d lu l'.ssi at a cost of $7,- 
(ssi lu I>ec4-iuber, Uss>. it was lea»4»d 
because of the “difficulty In keeping a 
competent 4-l4-ctrlclau.’’ to quote the 
word* of the mayor. 

From Council Grove, Kan., comes 
word thnt the "city formerly owne4l 
the electric light plnnt. but made a 
failure of ois-rating it and sold dy- 
namo, engine and wirlug for fCTai The 
present company rebuilt the entire 
system and Is giving satisfaction. The 
rate was a little lower under city con- 
trol, but did not meet exjiense*.” 

Some time prior to 1902 Bourbon. 
Ind . contracted for an electric light 
plant and Issued t»on<ln In payment 
therefor. On the ground that It had 
not lieea constructed in accordance 
with the specifications the town re- 
fused to acx-ept IL and the bondhold- 
ers were com[>ellf-d to take over the 
plant tu onler to protect themselves. 

Madison, Ind., Installed an electric 
light plant In 1N9(1 at a cost of 113,000, 
md Including steam plant. Two years 
later the plant was sold for $(1,000. 
The operating exi-enses alone amount- 
ed to at>out «4. r > a lamp, which Implies 
a total cost per lamp of approximately 
$100 a year. The purchase ra agreed to 
supply light* at $80 a year and to In- 
stall and operate an electric railway.
